Prothonotary R. M. Campbell 
received a letter from J. E. Craf- 
ton, chief of police of Cape Gir­ 
ardeau, Mo., this morning, in 
which inquiry is made regard­ 
ing the reward offered for the 
murderers of Corporal Brady 
Paul. 
The letter states that on January 
3, 1933, two men were killed by the 
police of Cape Girardeau, one of 
them being identified by the De­ 
partment of Justice at Washington 
as Thomas Robert Crawford. 
Crawford is said to have been 
with Irene Schroeder and Glenn 
Dague when Corporal Brady Paul 
was killed on the Butler road. 
He 
was a brother of Irene Schroeder. 
The letter goes on to state that 
the writer understands that a re­ 
ward amounting to $3,200 was of­ 
fered for the murderers of Corporal 
Paul, and that as Crawford was one 
of the party, the officers who killed 
him believe that they are entitled 
to share in the reward. 
Reward Never Distributed 
Distribution of the reward for the 
murderers of Paul has never been 
made. 
The money has been paid 
in to Prothonotary Campbell and 
is being held pending an order of 
distribution. 
All of the claimants have agreed 
to submit to a decision of the court, 
and the case will come up for argu­ 
ment before Judges R. L. Hildebrand 
and James A. Chambers at the com­ 
ing session of court beginning on 
the first Monday of July. 
Attorneys representing the differ­ 
ent claimants will present to the 
court the part played by each indi­ 
vidual 
in the capture of Irene 
Schroeder and Glenn Dague. This 
has been detailed in affidavits by 
the claimants which are on file at 
the prothonotary’s office. It is ex­ 
pected that an early decision will 
be handed down following the argu­ 
ments in the case.

NEW YORK, June 23.—The story 
of a daring kidnaping of the wealthy 
son of a White Plains contractor by 
two men who held him prisoner for 
two nights and a day until they 
despaired of collecting a $25,000 ran­ 
som, was told by the victim today 
after he had been thrown out of his 
abductor’s car in East Chester. 
The youth, Walter Riegel, 18, son 
of A. H. Riegel said he was held 
captive in an apartment in “down­ 
town Manhattan or somewhere on 
Long Island,” after being seized as 
he was returning by automobile on 
Wednesday night to his wife in the 
exclusive Ridgeway section of White 
Plains. 
His abductors, he said, did not 
know his identity when they kidnap­ 
ed him, blindfolded and bound him 
and drove him to their hideaway. At 
no time did they attempt to com­ 
municate with his parents nor ask 
him 
to, 
but 
finally became con­ 
vinced through telephone calls they 
made to others that the present 
financial 
condition 
of the Riegel 
family precluded the payment of a 
ransom.

Opinion is 
rather general that to “peg” the 
dollar at present would involve dis­ 
locations and maladjustments far 
more severe than those caused by 
abandonment of gold as a free ex­ 
change medium.

The steel mills of Gary have re- 
hired 2,800 men since May 1 and the 
Inland Steel company at Hammond 
has added a huge blast furnace with 
a substantial increase to its previous 
total of 4,000 employes. 
Recalling more than 500 men and 
raising the wages of 1,200 workmen, 
the Continental Steel corporation of 
Kokomo also has Joined the pros­ 
perity parade. The Chapman Price j 
Steel company of Indianapolis has 
just placed 500 employes back on 
the payroll. 
Plants of the Chrysler, Studebaker j 
and Auburn Automobile companies j 
at New Castle, South Bend and j 
Auburn and Connersville, respec- j 
tively, were busier than they have 
been for many months with accom­ 
panying business revivals in those 
communities. 
In addition to pay increase, em­ 
ployes of the large plants of the 
General Electric company at Fort 
Wayne and Decatur enjoyed in­ 
creased order for motors and refrig­ 
erators with large additions to pay­ 
rolls. 
Breweries at Fort Wayne, South 
Bend, Mishawaka, Indianapolis and 
Evansville and a score of glass fac­ 
tories were far behind with their 
orders.

Attacks Pessimism. 
GEOLOGICAL MUSEUM, LON­ 
DON, June 23 —A vigorous attack 
upon the pessimism prevailing at 
the world economic conference was 
launched by Prime Minister J. Ram­ 
say MacDonald today.

currency 
stabilization 
agreement was an “open question”, 
MacDonald predicted an agreement 
would eventually be reached and 
lashed out at the present agitation 
on the part of some countries to ad­ 
journ the conference.

America Seeks Success. 
The American memorandum re­ 
jecting temporary stabilization “gave 
our hopes just a little check,” Mac­ 
Donald said. 
“But.” he added. “We must recog­ 
nize that American conditions for 
the moment are very different in 
reiafcon to attempts to arrive at tem­ 
porary stabilization. 
“The American economic situation 
is very real, as the memorandum on 
credits and price levels points out 
American leaders are working most 
diligently for success of the confer­ 
ence, and I must say it is an open 
question whether temporary stabi­ 
lization would be helpful at present. 
I do not express a personal opinion 
here.” 


Hitter Suppresses 
Nationalist News 


Hitler Moves Swiftly To Trans­ 
form Germany Into One- 
Party State 


(International News Service) 
BERLIN, June 23.—With the once 
powerful German 
Socialist party 
stripped of power, prestige and even 
the right to exist, Chancellor Adolf 
Hitler moved swiftly today in his 
broadening campaign to transform 
Germany into & one-party state. 
The Nazi chancellor suppressed for 
one week the Nationalist newspaper 
Deutsghe Zeitung. published in Ber­ 
lin, and the Bayrischer Kourier of 
Munich, accusing them of printing 
editorials of an “inciting” nature. 
The latter publication is the official 


organ of the Catholic Bavarian peo­ 
ples party. 
Hitler’s action in suppressing a 
Nationalist and a Catholic organ 
represented one of the most extreme 
steps yet taken by the dictatorship. 
Most of the newspapers suppressed 
in the past have been Communist, 
Social or ultra-Democratic publica­ 
tions.

Secretary Perkins of the Departm ent of Labor, who has a reputa­ 
tion for conservatism, announces an increase of over four per cent in 
m anufacturing employment and eleven per cent in payrolls during the 
month of May. This news is based on reports from 17,923 establishments 
in eighty-nine industries; they show the largest rise over a preceding 
month since January, 1923. 
There is no doubt about the correctness 
of the figures, which tally with the impressions of business men wTho are 
in the habit of traveling about the country. 
There is a healthy spirit how to move a house 
of optimism in the air and it is based on more than mere hope. 
In this connection General Hugh Johnson, director of the huge pub­ 
lic works-industrial control program, gives out figures to indicate th a t 
4,000,000 men will be back at work by October.

RESTORATION OF TWO-CENT POSTAGE 


It is the little things th at count. 
Announcement th a t the two- 
cent local rate on first-class mail is to go into effect on the first of next 
month will be received with gratification everywhere. There is a strong 
sentim ent in favor of restoring the general two-cent rate, but th at will 
depend upon future conditions. 
Under recent legislation the president 
has the power to make other modifications, the only condition being th at 
first-class mail shall not be carried for less than two cents an ounce or 
any fraction thereof. The increase to three cents was made originally in 
the expectation th at it would be an easy and painless way of reducing 
the postal deficit, but to the surprise of the officials it had the oppo­ 
site effect. 
A penny is not much, but it was Franklin who said th at a penny 
saved was a penny earned. 
In a short time the Postoffice Departm ent 
was confronted by diminishing returns as the result of the increase in 
postage. 
Utility companies, municipalities, business concerns and large 
establishments found they could save money by sending bills and routine 
communications to their patrons by messengers. 
A survey made from 
Washington indicated th at “the higher rate of postage had not only af­ 
fected the volume of postoffice business, but was criticised generally as 
being a charge in excess of what the traffic could reasonably be ex­ 
pected to bear.” The move now being made is with the hope of restor­ 
ing to the mails the normal volume. 
It is im portant to the government for two reasons. One is the add­ 
ed revenue, and the other is the expectation of providing work for thou­ 
sands of postal employees who might otherwise have to take further 
pay less vacations. 


DEADBEAT NATIONS 
There is no longer any doubt about the intention of the debtor 
nations to get their debts to the United States canceled by hook or crook. 
B ritain’s payment of less than a seventh of the amount due removed the 
last shadow of a doubt as to their ultim ate aim. 
They don’t want to pay, they don’t have the money and they know 
th a t Uncle Sam is In no position right now to take it out of their hides, 
so to speak. In more opportune times, economically, France would not 
have dared default and G reat Britain wouldn’t have presumed to write 
her own settlem ent terms by sending over but a fraction of the sum due. 
From the other debtors can now be expected, in view of the re­ 
cent action of London and the action of France last December, nothing 
better than partial payments, with more defaults almost certain. 
The 
smaller debtors have been w^aiting for someone to try out the water. 
The British chancellor of the exchequer makes it clear th at the 
10 millions in silver are not an installm ent on the $75,000,000 due, but 
part payment of an indeterm inate obligation which his government de­ 
sires determined at some future date and not by the terms of the 
1923 agreement. 
The American government and people understand the sorry finan­ 
cial straits in which Europe finds itself, but they will lose sympathy if such 
high-handed methods are persisted in. And Europe still needs an under­ 
standing and sympathetic America.

HARRISBURG, June 23.—Senate 
Bill No. 438, recently approved by

the noncapital stock act of June 12, 
1919, or the capital stock 
act 
of 
April 30, 1929, to acquire land suit­ 
able for agriculture by 
purchase, 
gift or otherwise, which lands may 
be designated by the associations as 
State emergency relief farms, state 
officials explain. 
The associations 
may 
purchase 
land from which the ownership of 
minerals, gas or oil and the right to 
mine and drill for or remove the 
same have been excepted or from 
which water rights, timber rights 
or other rights have been expected 
or reserved, provided, th at such ex­ 
ceptions or reservations will not in­ 
terfere with the proper use of the 
land for which it was acquired. Im ­ 
provements and buildings which may 
be required for the proper utiliza­ 
tion of these lands may be erected 
or constructed by the associations. 
Emergency Relief Farms 
Cooperative agricultural associa­ 
tions acquiring lands for utilization 
as State emergency relief farms may 
divide such lands into plots of till­ 
able land and woodlots and lease 
such plots to heads of unemployed 
families, resident in the State, who 
are capable of tilling same and who 
are at the time receiving aid from 
public sources, at a yearly rental of 
ten percent of cost. The associations 
may build or repair a dwelling house 
and a barn and other conveniences 
©n each of these plots and dig or 
drill a well thereon, provided that

He was willing to serve all, 
even the last, as represented hy a 
little child he took in his arms, to 
teach them this lesson of humility 
and service. 
The Cross and Riches 
Jesus applied the cross to the sub­ 
ject of our stewardship of earthly 
possessions in his dealings with the 
rich young ruler. This young man 
refused to accept the cross of self- 
denial for the poor about him and 
went away from Christ sorrowful. 
That the disciples needed the same 
lesson is revealed by Peter’s state­ 
ment, “We have left all and followed 
thee: 
what shall we have there­ 
fore?” Their self-seeking is particu­ 
larly evident in the request of James 
and John for the seats at his right 
and left hand in his kingdom. This 
spirit Jesus sought to correct, say­ 
ing, “The Son of man came not to 
be ministered unto, but to minister, 
and to give his life a ransom for 
many.” 
The Cross and Loyalty 
The perfect consistency between 
the cross and kingliness was effec­ 
tively portrayed by Jesus in the pa­ 
geant of royalty he staged for the 
nation in his triumphal entry into 
Jerusalem in lowliness and humility 
on Palm Sunday. Here was power, 
but the power of simplicity; here 
was royalty, but the royalty of meek­ 
ness. This is the essence 
of 
the 
cross. 
The Shadow Of The Cross 
The shadow of the cross revealed 
the murderous hate of Jesus’ ene­ 
mies 
and 
tested 
the love of his 
friends. His enemies Jesus answered 
with 
parables 
of 
judgment; his 
friends he prepared with words of 
comfort and hope. He entered into 
the shadows with prayer first for 
;hem about the supper table and 
nhen for himself in Gethsemane in 
the strength of which he endured 
the cross despising the shame. But 
the true glory of the cross is seen 
in the empty tomb and the glad 
Easter message “Christ is risen from 
the dead,” and in his glorious as­ 
cension into heaven bearing in his 
body, the scars of the cross.
